On  Wednesday  evening,  prior  to  the  organization  of  Synod,  a  number  of  Ministers 
and  Lay-Delegates,  together  with  the  congregation,  assembled  in  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  at  Hollidaysburg,  Pa.,  on  which  occasion  a  sermon  was  delivered  by 
Rev.  C.  L.  Streamer. 

First  Session. 

Thursday,  9  o’clock,  a.  m.,  Sept.  7th,  1865. 

Agreeably  to  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  Convention,  the  Ministers  and  Lav- 
delegates  of  the  Alleghany  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  assembled  in 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  at  Hollidaysburg,  Pa.,  under  the  pastoral  care  of 
Rev.  C.  L.  Ehrenfeld.  After  spending  half  an  hour  in  devotional  exercises,  the  session 
was  opened  by  singing  the  899th  hymn  and  prayer  by  the  President  The  roll  of  Min¬ 
isters  was  called  and  absentees  noted.  The  Lay-delegates  presented  their  certificates 
of  appointment  and  were  recognized  as  members  of  Synod.

THE  PRESIDENT’S  REPORT.

Beloved  Brethren  :  _  , . 

The  circumstances  under  which  we  are  assembled  at  the  expiration  of  another  Synodi¬ 
cal  year  are  calculated  to  waken  emotions  of  gratitude  to  God  for  IIis  continued  care  an 
mercy  over  us-;  for  whilst  thousands  of  our  fellow  Christians  have  been  called  froi^time 
into  eternity,  the  messenger  of  death  has  not  been  permitted  to  enter  the  ranks  of  this 
Ecclesiastical  body.  And  although  some  of  our  Pastorates  have  become  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  their  Pastors,  yet  we  cherish  the  pleasing  hope,  and  pray  the  Great  Hea 

of  the  Church,  that  they  may  soon  be  supplied.  .  , 

As  it  is  customary,  and  our  Constitution  makes  it  obligatory  upon  the  presiding  offi¬ 
cer  of  this  Ecclesiastical  body,  at  each  annual  meeting  to  read  a  written  report  of  all 
hia  .official  acts  during  the  interim,  I  shall  now  attend  to  that  dut) .

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I.  Dismissions  and  Deceptions  of  Pastors. 

1.  Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  our  Synodical  convention  at  Indiana,  agreeably  to 
the  instructions  of  this  Svnod,  T  transmitted  to  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Schmidt  an  honorable 
dismission  from  this  body,  recommending  him  to  the  Synod  within  whose  bounds  be 
was  laboring. 

2.  On  the  29th  day  of  September,  the  Rev.  A.  Essick  sent  me  a  certificate  of  dis¬ 
mission  from  the  President  of  the  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania,  with  a  request  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  in  connection  with  this  Synod.  Ilis  request  was  granted,  and  his  name  enrolled 
as  a  member  of  this  body. 

3.  On  the  3d  day  of  November,  the  Rev.  S.  Hooper  sent  me  a  certificate  of  honorable 
dismission  from  the  President  of  the  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania,  requesting  Synodical 
connection  with  this  body.  His  request  was  complied  with,  and  his  name  enrolled  as  a 
member  of  this  body. 

4.  On  the  28th  day  of  November,  the  President  of  the  Central  Penn’a.  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod,  sent  me  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismission  of  the  Rev.  S.  Aughey, 
our  Missionary  at  Dakota,  Nebraska  Territory,  stating  that  he  desired  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Alleghany  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Pennsylvania.  His  name  was  accor¬ 
dingly  enrolled  as  a  member  of  this  body. 

5.  On  the  19th  of  December,  the  Rev.  C.  Young  requested  me  to  give  him  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  honorable  dismission,  that  he  might  form  Synodical  connection  with  some 
Lutheran  Synod  in  the  West,  within  whose  bounds  Providence  might  assign  him  a  field 
of  labor.  His  request  was  granted. 

6.  On  the  2nd  dav  of  Mav,  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Hentz  informed  me  that  he  had  located 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  and  therefore  requested  me  to  send  him  a 
certificate  of  honorable  dismission  from  this  body,  that  he  might  unite  with  that  Synod. 
His  request  was  granted. 

7.  On  the  27th  day  of  May,  the  Rev.  J.  Frazier  sent  me  a  certificate  of  honorable 
dismission  from  the  President  of  the  Maryland  Synod,  with  a  request  to  be  received 
into  connection  with  this  body.  His  name  was  therefore  enrolled  as  a  member  of  this 
body. 

8.  On  the  2nd  day  of  August,  the  Rev.  W.  Hunt  informed  me  that  he  was  about 
locating  in  the  West,  and  requested  me  to  send  him  an  honorable  dismission  from  this 
body,  that  he  might  unite  with  some  Lutheran  Synod  within  whose  bounds  Providence 
might  assign  him  a  field  of  labor.  His  request  was  complied  with. 

9.  On  the  23d  day  of  August,  the  Rev.  M.  Colver,  a  licentiate  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Synod,  having  located  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  sent  me  a  certificate  of  honor¬ 
able  dismission  from  the  President  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  with  a  request  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  into  connection  with  this  body.  His  request  was  granted,  and  his  name  enrolled 
as  a  member  of  the  Alleghany  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. 

10.  On  the  25th  of  August,  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Ehrenfeld  sent  me  a  certificate  of  honor¬ 
able  dismission  from  the  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania,  with  a  request  to  be  received 
into  connection  with  this  body.  His  request  was  granted,  and  his  name  enrolled  as  a 
member  of  this  body. 

11.  On  the  29th  day  of  August,  the  Rev.  F.  Benedict  sent  me  a  certificate  of  honor 
able  dismission  from  the  President  of  the  Maryland  Synod,  with  a  request  to  be  received 
into  connection  with  this  body.  His  request  was  granted,  and  his  name  enrolled  as  a 
member  of  the  Alleghany  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. 
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II.  New  Churches , 

1.  On  the  24th  day  of  September,  the  Rer.  A.  R.  Height  informed  me  that  on  the  . 
17th  of  the  same  month,  he  had  dedicated  the  East  Ridge  Church. 

2.  On  the  22nd  day  of  June,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Schwartz  informed  me  that  on  the  18th 
pay  of  the  Bame  month,  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  church  for  the  English  Lutheran 
Congregation  of  Johnstown,  had  been  laid. 

3.  On  the  27th  day  of  August,  the  new  church,  of  the  English  Lutheran  Congrega¬ 
tion  of  Somerset,  under  my  pastoral  care,  was  dedicated  to  the  service  of  the  Triune 
Jehovah. 

III.  Pastoral  Changes . 

1.  On  the  13th  day  of  September,  the  Rev.  P.  Sheeder  informed  me  that  he  had 
received  and  accepted  a  call  from  the  Wilmore  Pastorate. 

2.  On  the  29th  day  of  September,  the  Rev.  A.  Essick  informed  me  that  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  and  accepted  a  call  from  the  Bedford  Pastorate. 

3.  On  the  17th  day  of  October,  the  Rev.  D.  Stock  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned 
the  Woodberry  Pastorate,  and  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  several  congregations 
near  Carlisle,  Pa. 

4.  On  the  24th  day  of  October,  the  Rev.  J.  Zimmerman  informed  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  St.  Clairsville  Pastorate. 

6.  On  the  3d  day  of  November,  the  Rev.  S.  Hooper  informed  me  that  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  and  accepted  a  call  from  the  Woodberry  Pastorate,  and  requested  me  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  install  him.  Revs.  J.  Fichtner  and  D.  Schindler  were  appointed  to 
attend  to  that  duty. 

6.  On  the  19th  day  of  December,  the  Rev.  C.  Young  informed  me  that  he  had  re¬ 
signed  the  Centreville  Pastorate. 

7.  On  the  27th  day  of  January,  the  Rev.  J.  Zimmerman  informed  me  that  he  had 
received  and  accepted  a  call  from  the  Centreville  Pastorate,  and  requested  me  to  appoint 
$  committee  to  install  him.  Revs,  J.  Winecoff  and  J.  Tomlinson  were  appointed  to 
attend  to  that  duty. 

8.  On  the  same  day,  the  Rev.  S.  J.  Berlin  informed  IDO  that  he  had  resigned  the 
Dnncansvllle  Pastorate,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  of  March. 

9.  On  the  4th  day  of  February,  the  Rev.  M.  F.  Pfahler  informed  me  that  he  had  re¬ 
signed  the  Salisbery  Pastorate,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  of  April. 

10.  On  the  10th  day  of  February,  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Ehrenfeld  informed  me  that  he 
had  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  the  Indiana  Pastorate,  and  requested  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  committee  to  install  him.  Revs.  J.  B.  Crist  and  D.  Schindler  were 
appointed  to  attend  to  that  duty. 

11.  On  the  26th  of  February,  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Hentz  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned 
the  Indiana  Pastorate,  in  December  last. 

12.  On  the  27th  day  of  May,  the  Rev.  J.  Frazier  informed  me  that  he  had  received 
and  accepted  a  call  from  the  Newry  Pastorate. 

13.  On  the  same  day,  the  Rev.  J.  Forthman  informed  me  that  he  had  received  and 
accepted  a  call  from  the  Salisbery  Pastorate. 

14.  On  the  21st  dav  of  June,  the  Rev.  D.  Schindler  informed  me  that  he  had  re- 
signed  the  Hollidaysburg  Pastorate. 

15.  On  the  1st  day  of  July,  I  resigned  the  Somerset  Pastorate,  to  take  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  October. 

16.  On  the  11th  dav  of  Julv,  the  Rev.  M.  Colver  informed  me  that  he  had  received

and  accepted  a  call  from  the  Cookport  Mission. 
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17.  On  the  26th  day  of  July,  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Ehrenfeld  informed  me  that  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  and  accepted  a  call  from  the  English  Lutheran  Church  in  Hollidaysburg. 

18.  On  the  2nd  day  of  August,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Hunt  informed  me  that  he  had  re¬ 
signed  the  Williamsburg  Pastorate. 

IV.  Vacancies . 

The  following  Pastorates  and  Congregations  have  been  reported  to  me  as  vacant : 

1.  Johnstown  Pastorate.  2.  St.  Clairsville  Pastorate.  3.  Duncansville  Pastorate, 
4.  Williamsburg  Pastorate. 

On  the  24th  of  June,  the  Rev.  B.  H.  Hunt  informed  me  that  the  Pleasantville  con¬ 
gregation,  formerly  belonging  to  his  Pastorate,  had  become  vacant. 

V.  Miscellaneous. 

1.  According  to  a  resolution  of  this  Ministerinm,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  L.  Knight, 
and  soon  after  received  a  reply,  stating  his  willingness  to  meet  a  committee.  Accord¬ 
ingly  I  appointed  Revs.  P.  Shecder,  S.  A  Holman  and  S.  J.  Berlin  to  meet  Mr.  L. 
Knight  at  Altoona,  on  the  30th  of  November.  The  committee  met  and  will  report  to 
this  Ministeriuro. 

2.  On  the  12th  of  October,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  H.  Schmidt,  protesting 
against  the  preaching  of  Rev.  M.  Wolf  to  the  German  congregation  at  Hollidaysburg, 
alleging  that  the  congregation  had  not  paid  him  his  salary.  I  replied  that  a>  he  had 
not  reported  a  German  congregation  from  Hollidaysburg  in  1863,  and  as  Synod  at  its 
last  meeting  in  1864  appointed  a  committee  to  organize  a  German  congregation  a* 
Hollidaysburg,  Synod  could  have  no  control  over  a  congregation  that  had  no  existence, 
I  advised  him  to  write  to  his  German  friends  in  Hollidaysburg  to  whom  he  preached, 
and  endeavor  in  a  friendly  way  to  get  the  balance  of  his  salary. 

3.  On  the  13th  day  of  October,  I  received  a  letter  from  Dr.  P.  S.  Leisenring,  stating 
that  he  had  been  suspended  from  all  Church  privileges  by  the  Church  Council  of  the 
English  Lutheran  congregation  of  Hollidaysburg  ;  and  that  having  given  the  Church 
Council  the  required  Constitutional  notice,  he  appealed  from  their  decision  to  Synod. 

4.  On  the  28th  day  of  July,  I  received  a  letter  from  Geo.  W.  Rhodes,  stating  that 
he  had  lately  been  suspended  from  all  Church  privileges  by  the  Church  Council  of  th« 
English  Lutheran  congregation  in  Hollidaysburg  ;  and  being  dissatisfied  with  the  de¬ 
cision  of  the  Church  Council,  he  appealed  to  Synod. 

5.  On  the  3d  of  August,  I  received  a  letter  signed  by  nine  (9)  persons,  stating  that 
as  members  of  the  English  Lutheran  congregation  at  Hollidaysburg,  they  had  beea 
suspended  by  the  Church  Council  from  all  Church  privileges  ;  and  being  dissatisfied 
with  the  action  of  the  Church  Council,  they  appealed  from  that  decision  to  Synod. 

The  above  cases  of  appeal  are  accompanied  with  reasons  for  this  important  step,  and 
will  therefore  claim  the  attention  of  Synod  at  this  Convention. 

6.  During  this  Synodical  year,  the  widow  of  Rev.  J.  L.  Wolf,  of  Indiana,  Pa.,  made 
application  for  assistance  from  the  Pastor’s  Fund  ;  and  being  informed  that  she  was  ia 
needy  circumstances,  the  officers  of  Synod  sent  her  $40. 

7.  It  will  be  necessary  at  this  meeting  to  elect  four  Clerical  and  fonr  Lay-delegates 
to  the  General  Synod.

Rev.  J.  G.  Goettman  presented  himself  as  delegate  from  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  and 
was  cordially  received  and  invited  to  a  seat  in  tho  Convention. 

Revs.  R.  A.  Fink  and  P.  Willard  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania,  and  Rev.  J. 
A.  Brown,  1).  D.,  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  Prof.  M.  L.  Stoever,  of 
She  College  at  Gettysburg,  Rev.  Scherer,  District  Secretary,  American  Tract  Society, 
Richmond,  Va.,  Revs.  J.  M’Kinnev  and  D.  H.  Barron,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  Rev.  Geyer,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  were,  during  the  Sessions  of 
Synod,  received  as  advisory  members. 

On  motion,  Synod  adjourned  to  meet  this  afternoon  immediately  after  the  Ministerial 
Session.

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  President  of  Synod  in  accordance  with  a  resolution 
of  this  Ministerium,  to  consult  with  Mr.  Lloyd  Knight,  ir.  regard  to  his  restoration  to 
Church  Membership,  respectfully  report  that  they  furnished  him  with  a  certificate  of 
Restoration  to  Church  Membership,  (subject  however  to  the  approval  of  Synod,)  of 
which  the  following  is  a  copy,  and  which  embodies  the  entire  action  of  the  Committee.

Parsonage,  in  Altoona,  Pa.,  on  the  SOth  day  of  November,  1864,  and  heard  from  him 
a  full  statement  of  his  views  and  feelings  in  regard  to  his  restoration  to  the  Church.— 
And,  whereas,  he  has  satisfied  us  of  his  sincere  sorrow  for  the  offence  which  led  to  his 
excommunication  from  the  Ministry  and  Membership  of  the  Church,  and  has  shown 
himself  willing  to  be  governed  by  the  requirements  of  a  penitent  Christian  life,  we, 
hereby,  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Alleghany  Synod  revoke  his  excom¬ 
munication  from  Church  Membership,  and  we  extend  to  him  that  forgiveness  which 
our  Heavenly  Father  has  taught  us  to  exercise,  and  we  further  recommend  him  to  the 
fellowship  ot  any  Christian  Congregation  to  whom  these  credentials  mav  come.

Dr.  Brown  was  constitutionally  inaugurated  as  Chairman  of  the  Faculty  and  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Didactic  Theology. 

In  accordance  with  the  notice  given  at  the  meeting  in  April,  two  additional  Profes¬ 
sors  were  elected,  viz.:  Rev.  M.  Valentine,  of  Reading,  and  Dr.  C.  A.  Hay,  of  Har¬ 
risburg.  They  have  consented  to  accept  the  position,  and  Dr.  Hay  will  at  once  remove 
to  Gettysburg  and  begin  his  labors.  Rev.  Valentine  will  also  enter  upon  his  labors 
soon.  Our  Faculty,  thus  enlarged,  will  consist  of  four  Professors,  and  it  is  contem¬ 
plated  to  elect  one  or  two  more  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  fin  rncial  condition  of  the  Seminary  is  encouraging. 

Dr.  Conrad  and  others  are  putting  forth  vigorous  exertions  in  behalf  of  the  endow¬ 
ment  euterprize,  and  will  no  doubt  soon  complete  it. 

Your  Directors  are  highly  gratified  that  a  Lectureship  on  the  Augsburg  Confession 
has  been  established  through  the  donation  of  $2,000,  by  Rev.  S.  A.  Holman,  a  member 
of  this  body. 

One  of  the  most  significant  acts  passed  was  that  of  refusing  to  receive  the  newly 
elected  Directors  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  on  the  ground  that  said  Synod  had 
placed  itself  in  direct  antagonism  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  there  is  a  prospect  for  a  respectable  number  of  Students 
for  the  next  session. 

Your  Directors  are  happy  to  state  that  the  prospects  of  the  Seminary  were  never 
more  flattering,  and  we  doubt  not  that  it  will,  before  many  years,  compare  favorably 
with  the  best  Institutions  of  the  kind  in  the  land.  The  undersigned  would  respect¬ 
fully  remind  this  body  that  two  of  the  Directors  have  moved  into  the  bounds  of  other 
Synods,  making  it  necessary,  therefore,  to  elect  two  Clerical  Directors  at  this  meeting. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  add,  that  we  feel  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  all  the  friends  of  the  Seminary,  have  abundant  reason  to  be 
grateful  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  the  favors  vouchsafed  to  this  Institution, 
and  for  the  renewed  encouragement  they  have  to  labor  earnestly  for  its  prosperity.

Committee  on  Leave  of  Absence  reported  the  following  members  of  Synod  as  having 
eft  without  permission,  and  were  liable  to  be  censured:  Rev.  J.  Fichtner,  Messrs.  Fir, 
Viley,  Croft,  and  B.  Zimmerman. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Liturgy  proposed  by  the  General  Synod. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod  to  “examine”  the 
Liturgy  submitted  to  it  by  the  General  Synod,  and  report  to  this  body,  would  respect¬ 
fully  subn.it : 

That  they  have  attended  to  this  duty  as  fully  as  their  time  and  circumstances  justi¬ 
fied.  They  regard  it,  upon  the  whole,  an  improvement  on  the  one  in  use  at  present; 
but  fear  that  it  fails  to  supply,  what  is  wanted ,  if  we  are  to  have  a  change,  namely: 
the  very  best  liturgy  that  can  be  produced. 

We  think  it  still  deficient  in  some  of  its  forms — as,  for  instance,  the  one  for  installing 
a  pastor,  which,  besides  inelegant  construction,  takes  no  pledge  from  the  congregation 
while  it  requires  one  from  the  minister. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  suggest  an  improvement  somewhat  after  the 
&>1  lowing 


FORM : 

Dear  Brethren  of  this  Christian  Congregation : 

It  has  been  made  our  duty  by  the  authorities  of  the  Church  to  install  as  your  minis¬ 
ter,  our  esteemed  brother  and  fellow-laborer  in  the  gospel,  the  Rev.  N.  N. 

In  complying  with  this  solemn  duty,  we  would  remind  you  that,  in  this  sacred  en¬ 
gagement,  you,  as  pastor  and  people,  are  respectively  and  mutually  interested ;  and 
you  have  your  respective  duties  and  responsibilities  to  assume.  And  it  is  necessary 
and  proper  that  you  should,  at  this  juncture,  avow  the  obligations  which  rest  upon  you. 

These  obligations  are,  in  part,  specified  in  the  call  which  you  have  extended  to  our 
brother,  and  are  as  follows:  (Here  read  the  call.) 

Do  you  now  recognize  this  as  your  act  and  deed,  through  the  Church  Council  whose 
names  are  thereto  subscribed?  and  do  you  now  promise,  before  Almighty  God,  to  make 
all  proper  efforts,  in  connection  with  your  Council,  to  fulfill  these  engagements,  and  to 
co-operate  with  your  pastor  in  all  suitable  ways  to  advance  the  interest  of  your  Church 
and  to  secure  the  salvation  of  souls?  If  such  be  your  solemn  purpose,  manifest  the 
same  by  rising  to  your  feet.  May  God  Almighty  help  you  keep  this,  your  sacred 
promise,  and  grant  you,  of  his  mercy,  his  rich  and  abundant  blessing.  Amen. 

The  Pastor  elect  will  now  rise. 

My  Dear  Brother — You  have  heard  the  solemn  anil  faithful  promise  of  this  dear 
people,  whom  we  are  about  to  entrust  to  your  care,  as  their  pastor.  In  it  they  evince 
their  esteem  and  love  for  you,  and  pledge  to  you  their  hearty  support  and  co-operation. 
And  now,  in  the  presence  of  the  Omniscient  God,  and  this  witnessing  assembly,  I  also 
ask  you — Do  you  believe  that  the  Lord  Jesus  has  called  you  to  labor  in  this  charge  as 
its  pastor,  and  is  it  your  firm  and  solemn  purpose  to  execute  the  duties  of  your  office 
with  all  fidelity,  and,  in  life  and  doctrine,  show  yourself  an  upright  minister  of  Jesus 
Christ?  Is  this  your  belief  and  purpose?  (Yes.)

Your  Committee  would  also  suggest,  whether  the  instructions  by  which  the  forms  are 
prefaced  are  not,  in  a  few  instances,  extended  into  unnecessary  detail ;  as,  for  example, 
ki  the  case  of  the  form  for  laying  a  corner-stone,  where  mention  is  made  of  the  “  tin 
box”  in  which  the  documents  are  deposited.

Missionary  business  came  regularly  in  order,  and  according  to  By-Laws,  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  “Mission  Committee”  was  the  first  order  of  business  under  this  De¬ 
partment. 


Report  of  the  Mission  Committee. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  we  conferred  with  Brothers 
J.  F.  Kuhlman  and  Samuel  Aughey,  and  obtained  their  consent  to  engage  as  Mis¬ 
sionaries  of  this  Synod,  to  labor  in  the  Territory  of  Nebraska.  On  the  17th  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  the  Committee  met  in  Hollidaysburg,  and  commissioned  Brother  Kuhlman  to 
labor  in  the  Fontenelle  Mission ,  and  Bro.  Aughey  for  tho  Dakota  Mission.  Brother 
Kuhlman  started  for  his  new  field  of  labor,  on  the  22d  of  September,  and  after  a 
tedious  and  expensive  journey,  arrived  at  Fontenelle  about  the  last  of  October.  His 
family  suffered  severely  from  sickness,  already  on  their  way,  and  still  more  after  their 
arrival  at  Fontenelle.  It  pleased  God  to  take  one  of  their  family  to  himself.  Their 
darling  boy  now  rests  in  Jesus’  arms,  whilst  his  little  precious  dust  sleeps  in  the  grave¬ 
yard  of  their  new  home.  May  tho  Lord  comfort  them,  and  sanctify  this  affliction,  and 
cause  it  to  redound  to  His  praise.  The  expense  of  moving  this  Brother  and  his  family 
to  his  field  of  labor,  amounted  to  $317  47,  which  the  Committee  ordered  to  be  paid. 
His  appropriation  by  Synod  was  also  paid  in  full  Bro.  K.  reports  two  Congregations 
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and  three  Stations.  He  sends  $8  00  for  Home  Missions,  and  $3  00  for  the  Synodical 
Treasury.  He  reports  $22  for  Education,  and  $600  for  local  objects.  They  are  now 
ui  mg  a  Church  at  Eontenelle,  which  is  to  be  completed  in  October.  He  is  also 
compelled  to  build  a  dwelling  house  for  himself,  to  make  his  family  comfortable  during 
e  ensuing  winter.  This  Brother  is  laboring  earnestly  and  successfully.  He  expects 

*  le^°nf  t0  S6nd  a  Student’  whom  he  is  P^paring  for  College,  to  one  of  our  Institutions 
“  *e  Ea8t»  t0  study  for  the  Ministry.  He  appeals  to  us,  and  to  the  friends  in  the 
as  ,  tor  aid  to  pay  for  completing  their  Church  edifice.  We  hope  that  this  appeal 
will  meet  with  a  hearty  response  from  the  friends  of  the  Mission.  Your  Committee 
aie  ugh  y  gratified  with  the  prospects  and  success  of  this  Mission,  and  prav  that  God 
may  still  Srnile  graciously  upon  it.  We  recommend  that  some  plan  be 'adopted  to 
ec  a  ew  undred  dollars  to  help  them  pay  for  their  Church,  and  that  $250  be  ap¬ 
propriated  to  this  Mission  for  the  incoming  year.

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This  Mission  was  again  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  Brother  M.  Colver  as  a 
Missionary,  commencing  his  year  with  the  first  of  June.  He  is  laboring  with  great 
acceptance,  kand  with  encouraging  prospects  of  future  success.  Your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  appropriation  of  $100  be  continued  for  another  year. 

Wills-creek  Mission. — This  field  was  taken  on  the  funds  of  Synod  last  year,  and  $75 
appropriated  to  it.  Of  this,  $40  was  paid,  when  the  Mission  became  vacant  by  the  Pastor 
being  drafted  into  the  service  of  the  country.  Brother  Groenmiller  having  returned 
from  the  army,  has  resumed  his  labors.  It  remains  for  Synod  to  say  whether  the  $35 
of  unpaid  appropriation  shall  be  paid — as  the  Mission  was  for  a  good  part  of  the  year 
unsupplied — and  what  shall  be  done  for  it  in  the  future. 

The  Glasgow  Mission ,  lying  in  part  East  and  in  part  West  of  the  Allegheny  Moun¬ 
tain,  is  served  at  a  disadvantage  by  the  Missionary,  still  he  is  not  without  encourage¬ 
ment  in  his  labors.  At  Tyrone  a  commendable  effort  has  been  made,  and  plans  laid, 
to  build  a  Church.  The  corner-stone  of  the  new  building  was  laid  on  the  10th  of  this 
month. 

It  is  expected  to  complete  the  edifice  by  the  1st  of  next  January.  The  present 
arrangement  of  this  field  can  scarcely  be  expected  to  make  a  permanent  charge.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  if  Tyrone  were  connected  with  the  “Antis”  Congregation, 
and  a  new  Mission  formed,  that  it  might  make  a  convenient  charge,  and  in  a  year  or 
so  could  be  self-sustaining.  Glasgow  would  then  have  to  seek  connection  West  of  the 
Mountain.  But  as  that  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  another  Committee,  we  withhold 
any  farther  suggestions  until  that  Committee  reports,  when  Synod,  in  its  wisdom,  can 
take  such  action  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  for  the  best  to  the  whole  field.  May  God 
continue  to  smile  upon  our  Missions  in  the  future,  as  he  has  in  the  past,  is  the  earnest 
prayer  of  your  Committee.

Lutheran  Congregations  of  Dakota  Citv  and  1‘onka  N  T  consti 
tut, ng  one  of  the  Missions  of  this  Synod,  praying  the  Syn6d  to  continue  its  pecuniar* 
to  their  Pastor,  Rev.  S.  Aughey,  during  the  ensuing  year. 

The  petition  i>  accompanied  by  the  expressions  of  their  belief  that,  with  the  con¬ 
tinued  assistance  of  this  Synod,  their  Pastoral  charge  will  very  soon  be  self-sustaining 
These  Councils  bear  testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  their  Pastor,  by  declaring  that 
through  his  labors,  Churches  have  been  organized,  a  vast  amount  of  Territory  has 
been  explored,  the  attendance  on  Divine  service  has  been  better  than  at  any  previous 
period,  and  the  cause  of  Christ  has  been  gloriously  advanced.

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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION.

The  following  is  a  correct  list  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  Synod, 
adopted  since  it  was  last  revised  and  printed,  which  took  place  in  the  year  18G0,  which 
amendments,  and  all  future  ones,  are  ordered  by  Synod  to  be  republished  every  year, 
id  a  separate  column  of  the  Minutes,  until  a  republication  of  the  Constitution,  with  its 
amendments,  take3  place:  g 

During  the  meeting  of  Synod  at  Stoystown,  held  Sept.  1862,  Section  4,  Article  8. 
was  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Every  beneficiary  of  this  Synod  shall  give  his  Exemption  note  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Synod  for  the  amount  received  by  him,  thereby  to  secure  the  forfeiture  of  such  monies, 
should  he  fail  to  enter  the  ministry,  except  it  be  Providential,  as  in  case  of  sickness. 

During  the  same  meeting  of  Synod,  Section  7,  Article  8,  was  amended  to  read  thus: 
Every  beneficiary  of  this  Synod  who  shall  have  labored  faithfully,  as  pastor,  for  ten 
years,  and  shall  not  have  been  able  during  that  time  to  pay  his  indebtedness  to  the  Ed¬ 
ucation  Department,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  have  his  notes  to  the  Treasurer  for  Edu¬ 
cation  Funds  cancelled. 

During  the  meeting  of  Synod  at  Williamsburg,  held  Sept.,  1863,  Section  11,  Article 
9,  was  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Each  pastor  shall  be  called  upon  by  the  Secretary  to  present  his  Pastoral  reports, 
after  which  the  delegate  from  the  charge  shall  answer,  agreeably  to  By-Law  lumber 
4  wo. 

During  the  meeting  of  Synod  at  Indiana,  held  Sept.  1864,  Section  3.  Article  7,  was 
amended,  to  read  as  follows: 

All  Missionaries  employed  by  this  Synod  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  their  labors, 
prospects,  successes,  etc.,  to  the  Mission  Committee. 

During  the  meeting  of  Synod  at  Hollidaysburg,  hold  Sept.,  1865,  Section  2,  Article 
fc?  was  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

No  applicant  shall  receive  aid  from  this  Synod’s  Education  Funds  who  has  not  been 
*  communicant  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  two  years,  and  shall  have  first  ap- 
fteared  before  the  Examining  Committee  of  Synod. 

During  the  meeting  of  Synod  at  the  same  place,  Section  12,  Article  6,  was  amended 
to  read  thus: 

Every  charge  supplied  with  a  Pastor  shall  be  entitled  to  one  Lay-Delegate  on  the 
®oor  of  Synod. 

During  the  meeting  of  Synod  at  Hollidaysbvrg  as  above  stated,  Section  4,  Article  15, 
•f  the  By-Laws  and  Standing  Resolutions,  was  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

No  congregation  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  shall  be  supplied  with  a  pastor  un¬ 
til  it  has  paid  the  stipulated  salary  of  its  former  pastor,  or  made  arrangements  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  all  parties. 
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•  Rev.  J.  R.  Williams'  delegate  having  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  the  contributions  of  his  charge,  ho  was  not  able  to  state  in  his  report  how  the  funds  were  divided, 
hence  he  reports  them  as  a  whole,  thus — Hebron,  $43;  Luther  Chapel.  $33;  of  which  $13  was  contributed  by  the  Sabbath  School  for  Nebraska  Mission.
